They’ had luncheon together at the Cap- 
itol at Mr. Baker’s suggestion -and dis- 
cussed some of the things that had 
arisen to cause bad feeling between 
Mr: Chamberlain and the Administra- 
tion. It is understood, however, that 
their discussion. of the War Cabinet bill 
and the Directorship of Munitions bill 
was incidental, indicating that the main 
purpose ofthe conference had to.do 
with other things: At Senator Cham- 
berlain’s suggestion Secretary Baker 
took away from the Capitol copies of 
the two measures and promised to 
study them. 

The whole effort of the Administration 
is being directed ‘toward centralizing 
control of war activities, and observers 
find it difficult to escape the conviction: 
that this new order. of things is due to 
the evidence given before the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs and the criti- 
cism of Senator Chamberlain in his 
recent speech in New York and 
his answer in the Senate to President 
Wilson’s attack ‘on him. There -have 
been reforms in the administration of 
the War Department directly due to the 
revelations. before the Senate Commit- 
tee. More reforms are in prospect, it 
was learned today. 

One ‘of the arguments in favor of a 
W ar Cabinet was that. authority over 
ell war activities was not co-ordinated 
and could ‘not. be, under present legal 
restrictions, except in the - President. 
For this, among other reasons, the Sen- 
ate ‘Committee held that the only way 
to overcome the existing decentraliza- 
tion of authority was to organize ‘a su- 
per-council, designated the War Cab- 
inet in the committee’s bill, which would 
determino policies and’ entrust their ex- 
ecution to the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of the Navy, and other ad- 
ministrative: officers. 

The opposition to naving the au- 
thority of Secretary Baker curtailed 
in any way, for the measuré was aimed 
.principally at. conditions in his depart-

Changes Bettered the Leviathan. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 80.—-Secretary 
Daniels, discussing. the dispatch from 
the American Army Headquarters in 
France ‘regarding commandeered Ger- 
man ships ‘ being «used “to. transport 
American troops abro@d, disclosed today 
that between 600,000 and 700,000 tons of 
former enemy shipping flow was actively 
engaged, in augmenting the expeditionary 
forces and maintaining their supply. 

The Leviathan, formerly the Vater- 
land, was capable of. carrying up. to 
10,000 troops in a single ‘voyage, Mr. 
Daniels said, but 8,000. was considered 
the largest ‘number which could be com- 
fortably accommodated. In connection 
with the repair of the Leviathan, it was 
learned that alterations made by Ameri- 
can engineers resulted in an_ increase 
of several knots in her speed. One in- 
stince of improvement over the work of 
German shipbuilders was in the steam 
distribution system, which was found to 
be so inefficient that a large part of the 
boiler power did not reach the engines. 

The greatest. single factor which 
operated for the quick return to service 
of the German ships was the use of 
new methods of welding by the engineers 
assigned to repair the damage done the 
ship’s engines by their German -crews. 
These permitted the repair of’ damaged 
engines without the netessity of remov- 
irfg the heavy parts,-and actual tests 
were said to have proved that these 
weldings were stronger than those made 
under ‘old methods.

French and British Aviators Aided. 

ITALIAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS 
IN NORTHEN ITALY, Jan. 29, (De- 
layed.)—[Associated Press .J—Italian 
troops struck the enemy another hard 
blow yesterday in the mountain region 
west of the Brenta River, where his ef- 
fort has been to push down the Frenzela 
Valley toward Bassano. The action last- 
ed throughout the day, the Italians mak- 
ing an advance along the whole stretch 
from the Brenta to Asiago, and captur- 
ing 1,500 of the enemy, including sixty 
officers. War material also was taken, 
and havoc was spread among the ene- 
my’s forward trenches. 

The aerial activity was especially live- 
ly during the fighting, the Italians 
bringing down ten machines and ‘the 
French two. The action was still in 
progress today, with the enemy bringing 
forward large reserves i an ‘attempt to 
save the day. ‘ 

“The battle on the Italian side was 
fought by mountain troops, infantry, 
and Bersaglieri, with the support of 
Italian and allied batteries and large 
fleets of airplanes manned by Halley:

TROTZKY RETURNS 
10 PEACE PARLAY

and Trotzky was at the tribune, and 
when the roars of applause had ended, 
he began quietly and clearly his ex- 
Pcsition of the history, method, aims, 
and results of the peace negotiations. 
He pointed out that the Allies had two 
and one-half months in .which they 
could have come in. He pointed out that 
Kerensky's repeated efforts to move the 
Allies toward peace had proved abso- 
lutely fruitless. The object of:the con- 
ference was to make the actual obsta- 
cles to peace clear, not only for the 
peoples of the hostile countries, but also 
for the Russian people. 

He pointed out how the Germans by 
presenting an ultimatum in the form 
f a refusal to continue the discussions 
nywhere but at Brest-Litovsk hoped 
to make the Russians break on an ex- 
cuse which would cloud the issue for the 


German working classes. 
He touched on the weak point of the 


Russian side, namely the delegation 
from the Ukrainian Rada. 

**We asked them, like ourselves, “to 

hold no unpublished conversations with 
the enemy,’’ he explained. ‘‘ They said 
they would consult Kiev before answer- 
ing. That answer we have never received 
in spite of repeated requests.'’ 
, He read a télegram showing that Al- 
bert Thomas (former French Minister of 
Munitions) even today believes that the 
patriofic Rada is going to save Russia 
from making a separate peace, when, as 
a matter of fact, the Rada is conclud- 
‘ing a separate peace itsélf. ‘Then, after 
mentioning three distinct tendencies in 
Germany, he said that the main point 
on which the discussions hung was the 
refusal of Germany to name a date for 
the removal of troops. He sketched the 
line which the Germans intended to 
show to be the new frontiers and said 
it was’ so planned as to make further 
‘German aggression easy. 

“The whole system of the German 
argument was based on the assumption 
that the Russian Government would un- 
derstand, but be silent and grateful. to 
the Germans for saving their faces by 
giving a mock demotratic character to 
their peace,’’ he said. . 

Then came the decisive ,moment. 
Trotsky threw Kis héad back and stood 
a figure.of incomparable energy as he 
said:* “The bourgeois Governmen can].

Otherwise there is no objection to the 
writing of letters or the furnishing of 
news items to .publications, provided 
such activities do not interfére with the 
proper. performance of militar uty, 
that no criticism of superior officers: is 
made, or. false reports tending to injure 
the military service are furnished, and 
that all matter intended for publication 
is sent through the officer charged with 
the duty of censorship.

German Embassy Dated it a Week 
Ahead of Receipt of .the 
‘Cabled Order. 


That the sinking of the Lusitania 
was directed ffom Berlin, and that 
Ambassador von Bernstorff, who ex- 
pressed such ‘deep regret’’ over the 


is asserted in'an article by John R. 
Rathom, editor of The Providence Jour- 
nal, in the February number of World's 
Work, issued yesterday. 

In his article, which gives interesting 
accounts of the methods by which Ger- 
man plotting in this country was Un- 
covered in 1915 and 1916, Mr. Rathom 
gives the following code: message which 
was sent from Nauen, Germany, to the 
Sayville, L. I., wireless station at 2 
A. M. April 22, 1915, and caught by the 
wireless of The Journal:

static conditions four ‘attempts were, 
made to put it through before Sayville 
got it. 

The message rémaincd undeciphered 
until some ‘one with~a line of informa- 
tion into the German Embassy recalled 
that on the’ morning of April 29 Prince 
Hatzfeldt had. been searching for a New 
York World Almanac. The first word of 
the message, - ‘‘ Welt,’ German for 
‘“* World,”’ gave an additional clue, taken 
with the words following ‘' 1915.’’ The 
fourth word of the message was 
“ warne,” which is German for ‘‘ warn.” 
On Page 175 of the almanac, the twen- 
ty-ninth line, first word, was ‘‘ Lusi- 
tania.’’

The next word 
was ‘‘durch,’’ German for ‘‘ through.’’ 
Page 622 of the almanac, line two, word

The next word of the message came 
from page 19 of the World Almanac, 
which contained the announcement of 
the death of Joseph Pulitzer, the 1§th. 
word. of the 7th line on that. page. ng 
“not.” The last four words of the 
message were taken: from.an.advVertise- 
ment of a motor which bore :the caption 
“The seal.of safety OF eR This was 
page LIX.” 6f the advertising section, 
and words 3, 4, 5 and 6 of the line 11- 
were '‘ voyage across the Atlantic.’’. So 
that the complete message read: . 

Warn Lusitania‘ passengers through 
press not voyage across the Atlantic. 

The word ‘‘ Botschaft ’’ is German for 
‘‘ Embassy "”’ and was the direction of 
the message. This message was re- 
ceived by von Bernstorff in Washington 
on April 28, the first thing in the morn- 
ing. The anxiety of the German Am- 
bassador to warn ‘passengers on ‘the. 
Lusitania is shown by the circumstance 
that. not until two fulldays -later, on 
April 30, did he send. to the offices of 
The World and THE NEw, York. TIMES 
‘copy for the famous advertisement - of 
the German Embassy, published dn’ the 
morning of May -1, the day the Lusi- 
tania sailed, warning passengers intend- 
ing to voyage across the Atlantic that 
Germany and England were at war, 
and that ships flying the English. flag 
were liable to destruction. Mr. Rathom 
comments on this message as follows: 

‘“* Notice the ‘cleverness’ of the Ger- 
man Embassy in dating the advertise- 
ment April 22, 1915, for insertion in the 
newspapers of May 1.”" It was, of 
course, for the purpose of not disclosing 
the connection between the code mes- 
sage from Nauen and the advertisement 
that’ the date was ‘put back: for-a week.

Referring to the pubHshed- statement’ 
emanating from German. sources that 
von Bernstorff regretted the sinking of 
the Lusitania, Mr. Rathom wrote. 

‘* When word came that the Lusitania 
‘was sunk and Bernstorff’s press agents 
reported him as being ‘overcome with 
grief and regret’ in a fashionable New 
York hotel, he was‘at that moment 
actually giving a supper party elsewhere 
in New York, and during this supper 
party the destruction of the Lusitania 
was hailed as a glorious triumph for 
German naval prowess. During the 
evening von Papen, touching glasses 
with his chief, made the remark: ‘ This 
is the end of the mistress of the seas.’ 
Captain Boy-Ed, who was not at this 
function, alone among the entire group 
of embassy officials persisted in declar- 
ing that the sinking of the Lusitania 
was a blunder of the worst sort.’’

Files at Sayville Station Will °C: 
Searched for Message.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 30.—Great in- 
terest- was manifested in Washington 
today when this month’s issue of the 
World’s Work magazine appeared with 
John R. Rathom’s exposure of the 
cipher message indicating that the 
Berlin Government directed the sinking 
of the Lusitania. ‘ 

Secretary Lansing said tonight that he 
had not seen this message before. Sec- 
retary Daniels, whose department is now 
in charge of the operation of the wire-, 
less station at Sayville, said he had not: 
seen the message before it was called to 
his attention by THE Times. Mr. Dan- 
iels added that he would endeavor to as- 
certain whether the files of messages 
received through the Sayville station 
contained this one. 

The importance of the message lies 
in the fact that jt controverts the con- 
tention made at the German Embassy. 
that the historic advertisement. printed 
in New York newspapers on the morn- 
ing of May 1, 1915—the day the Lusi- 
tania sailed—had no _ special reference 
to the sailing of the: Lusitania. 

The advertisement did not mention the 
Lusitania by name, but it reminded pas- 
sengers intending to embark that, in 
accordance _with notice given by the 
German Government, vessels flying the 
flag’ of Great Britain were liable to de- 
struction. The advertisement. was 
signed ‘‘Imperial German _Embassy,”’ 
and its last line read: ‘‘Washington, 
D. C., April 22, 1915,’’ a date eight days 
in advance of the saiting of the Lusi- 
tania and eight days ahead of the 
actual insertion of the advertisement.

QUESTIONS WISDOM. 


OF WARGORPORATION 


A. B. Hepburn Says War Can 
Be Won Only by Keeping 
Business at Full Volume. 


‘FEARS TOO MUCH .CONTROL 


Banker and Economist Wonders If 
‘““So Much Autocracy Is Neces- 
sary to Preserve Democracy.” 


A Barton Hepburn, banker, author, 
and economist, when asked yesterday to 
comment upon Secretary MeAdoo’s pro- 
posal for 2 $500,000,000 War Finance 
Corporation, said: : 

“This war can only be won by keep- 
ing business in full volume, by foster- 
ing individual activity and business 
prosperity. Peopie can only pay taxes 
and buy bonds, in other words can only 
furnish the Government with money to 
carry on the war, from their net earn- 
ings, savings, what they have left from 


rtheir earnings after paying all their. ex- 


penses, including the cost of living. 
With general prosperity the people will 
cheerfully enuure the hardships ahd 
lace their surplus funds at the disposal 
of the Government. In order to meet 
the Government’s demands, inevitable 
demands, just demands, business pros- 
perity.. must not be interfered with; and 
in addition the most extreme economy 
must be observed in order that the sav- 
ings ef. the people may be commensurate 
“with the Government’s needs. Interfer- 
ence with the usual method of supply- 
ing coal to the public, by means of coal 
ecnservators, is of more than doubtful 
wisdom. It certainly has interfered with 
and restrained business too generally... 

‘The obstinate refusal on the part of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
allow the railroads to increase their 
charges to the public, when the cost of 
“labor, ‘the cost of coal, and all other 
costs. of, administration ‘were ‘increasing 
by leaps and bounds, certainly put the 
railroads in a ,position. where’, relief 
must come from some quarter, It seems 
the relief is té come in. the form of 
taxation, as evidenced by the bill now 
before Congress. The railroads were not 
permitted to require shippers and pas- 
sengers to pay the additional costs and 
now the taxpayers must. The Govern 
ment has taken over the railroads and 
some means must be adopted to provide 
for their financial needs, and the rail- 
roads’ necessities are equally the neces- 
sities of the public. 

**T hesitate to. comment upon the pro- 
posed bill without more study. It goes 
way beyond the railroads and applies to 
business ‘whose operations are. neces- 
sary or contributory to the prosecution 
of the war.’ Where would that line be 
drawn? 1 wonder. I think that the 
maintenance of all business in addition 
to general prosperity is ‘necessary to 
the prosecution of the war.’ 

“The proposed board is to regulate 
all.issues of securities that' equal $100,- 


in amount. That would include the 
ctivities of small villages and towns. 
Our officials at'Washington are stagger- 
ing under enormous and ‘aborious re- 
ri pag oho Is it prudent to enlarge 
their labors by this sweeping responsi- 
bility? Is it prudent to send every 
locality to Washington for permission to 
manage its local affairs? And members 
of the Supreme Court; of the interstate 
Commerce Gommission, of the Federal 
Reserve Board—in short, nearly all im- 
portant, United States officiala—are ap- 
pointed by the President by and with 
the advice.and consent of the Senate. 
The proposed board is given very un- 
usual powers, perhaps necessary in 
this war crisis, and is composed of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who appoints 
four additional men, proved by the 
President, to act with him. Is so much 
autocracy necessary to preserve democ- 
racy?”

CITY RECEIVES 30,000 TONS 


Up-State Distsicts Are Suffering 
Greatly for Fuel, Adminis- 
trator Wiggin Asserts. 


In an_effort to aid ‘the smallest Gon- 
sumer who purchases his coal in 100+ 
pound lots Mayor Hylan yester@ay 
wrote to Albert H. Wiggin, State Fuel 
Administrator; Reeve Schley, County 
Fuel Administrator, and Harry T. 
Peters, Chairman of the Fuel Conserva- 
tion Committee, asking that a scale of 
prices be fixed so that the purchaser 
will not have to pay at. most more 
than 60 cents a hundred pounds for coal. 
“From reports which have come to 
me,” the Mayor! wrote, ‘it appears 
that one definite cause contributing to 
the distress of the poor of New York, 
who can only afford to buy coal in very 
small quantities, lies in the following 
condition: 

“A. number of the pinty- three yards 
operated by the large retail coal deal- 
ers have entered into competition with 
the huckstefs and peddlers because of 
the extraordinary profit they,’ the 
dealers,, can make out. of the sale, of 
coal in 100-pound bags. They are mak- 
ing it diffiguit for the hucksters and 
peddlers to do business at a profit, or 
even to do any business at all; first, by 
charging exorbitant prices to the 
huckster and, second, by denying the 
huckster coal in order to take care of 
their own newly déveloped activity, 
namely, the 100-pound bag sale. 
“The large dealers buy their coal at 
wholesale and dole it out to the persons 
buying it by the 100-pound lot: This 
practice contpels women.and children 
to go long distances to‘their coal pock- 
ets and to stand in line for hours for 
coal. When they do get the coal, they 
carry it home in sacks, thereby allow- 
ing these dealers to get an increased 
profit of several dollars per ton, 
whereas if the coal were sold by the 
retail coal dealers to the hucksters and 
peddlers ,at a reasonable price, coal 
then could be sold by the Jhucksters 
eddjere for 60 cents per hundred 
The advanta; of the ped- 
is that: his place of business is lo- 
cated near his customers, and thus 
‘the people ‘who must rely upon the 
cellarmanh .or peddlef are not com- 
pelled to travel very. far for their coal. 
‘‘It seems to me, if you and your 
associate representatives of the ed- 
eral Government pomeew? the authority 
to regulate conditions at all, you must 
have authority to fix a scale ‘of prices 
which will be fair to the large retail- 
er, the huckster,. ahd the .- consumer, 
respectively. This price should not in 
any event be more than 60 cents to the 
ultimate consumer for a 100-pound bag 
of coal. 
** Unless price conditions can be s0. 
regulated that the huckster is enabled 
to. make fair press on thé coal which 
he handles, all the rest of our dojngs 
will be of little real service to those 
who need us most. Will you not give 
this matter your immediate and serious 
attention, with a view to improving this 
condition at once?’’

Wiggin said last night 
that while the improved weather condi- 
tions had helped the city’s fuel situa- 
tion a little, yet in other parts of the 
State the fuel famine was still acute. 

‘In New York City, the coal situa-

Board’s Estimate for Training Men 
Returning from War. 


WASHINGTON, . Jan. 230. ~— Compre- 
hensive plans for the vodational re- 
education of iisabled soldiers and sailore 
as well as civilians efmployéd by private 
firms were outlined in a report to the 
Senate today from the Feteral Board fot 
Vocational Trainisg, Anti appropriation 
of $19,900,000 was asked. 

The board estimates that in the first 
year after the American armies partidéi- 
paté on the battle frorit, 100,000 men 
will bé disabled, of whom 20,000 will re- 
quire total or parttl vocational re- 
education...

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THE ONLY ROAD TO PEACE. 

Peace with Germany is a far-off 
@ream, and peace with victory over 
Germany will never come if we do not 
with increased energy and firmer re- 
solve continue our preparations for 
war. To hug, “ the delusive phantom 
of hope” is not merely a yain thing, 
it is a perilous thing. The. tidé of 
peace talk which flows through all the 
channels of public information has its 
origin in mere conjecture. The work- 
fingmen of Berlin and Vienna may 
strike, but Imperial Germany is. de- 
fiant. Von Hertiine is unrelenting, 
Germany’s war dogs, HINDENBURG and 
“yon. TIRPITz, bay as fiercely as ever 
and Count CzERNIN’s words only be- 
tray -Austria’s weariness, of . which 
‘we have long been’ aware. If we 
bate our measures of preparation, 
the ‘Imperial war party will cajole, 
persuade, or coerce the suffering 
masses of Germany and Austria; any 
relaxation here will encourage them 
to hold out and fight on. 

The blind hope of peace tends 
inevitably to slacken preparation. 
Men’ in charge of camps and canton- 
‘tents, of supply’ purchases, of the 
i ‘ordering of guns and munitions will

the Government to this vast expendi- 
‘\ture? This is no time for such talk 
érfor such thought... Restraint upon 
our war preparations will be fatal. 
Prodigality in expenditure, large ideas 
and the utmost speed in preparation 
are fhe only oe assurance of 
peace. 
Yet we are told from Washington on 
“War Department authority that 
mo program had. been determined 
upon that would enable the United 
States to undertake ‘the training of 
more men than could be accommodated 
in the present camps and cantonments, 
if the Interallied War Council ‘should 
; @ecide that it was necessary for this 
Y Government to send a much larger 
mumber of men than are provided for 
by law. It is apparently the depart- 
ment’s policy not to build more camps 
and cantonments, but to defer the 
training of additional soldiers until

troops to France. 
: It is not strange that military ex- 
perts think “this is a policy that 
4 ’ Yacks vision.”

\ *  papidly transported to France. It is 
. reassuring to be told that so many 
large transports, many of them for- 
merly German steamships, have re- 
cently arrived safely in allied ports.

000 men in addition to the 500,000 now 
on the other side of the Atlantic “ can 
“be shipped to France,” but “ will be 
“shipped to France.” The German 
military chiefs are not talking about 
what they can do, or may do, or will 
consider doing if peace does not come. 
.They, have transferred great armiés 
from the, eastern to the western 
front. They are strengthening them- 
selves in every possible way to con- 
tinue the war, to fight it through until 
American delusion or British labor or 
socialism in France and Italy shall 
come to their .support.* Delusions 
about peace do directly contribute to 
the determination and the strength of 
Germany. It is not.merely a question 
of preparing for war in. time of peace. 
The condition that confronts us is 
that’ of preparing. for a war that is 
actually upon us and preparing with 
all our might. 
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BAD ADVICE. 
Colonel REPpINGTon, -the military 
critic, unmuzzled and unafrald, runs 


amuck when he calls for conscription 
in Ireland, a most delicate and em- 
barrassing question. It is conceivable 
that, if concord comes out of the Irish 
convention in the form-of the settle- 
ment for which Mr.-LLoyD GEORGE is 
laboring with some hope, the Govern- 
ment will get plenty of volunteers from 
Ireland. . Colonel REPINGTON might 
call it an iridescent dream, but Ireland 
and the Irish at’least should have 
the benefit of the doubt. The Colonel, 
however, will not wait: 

The application of compulsory mili- 
tary service to Ireland would add a 
quarter of a million magnificent. fight- 
ing men to the armies of freedom. 
The Irishmen of: America are march- 
ing; why can’t’ the Irishnien of the 
Old, Country march by their side? 

There are differences of opinion 
about the result of conscription for 
Ireland. It might prove to be a spark 
in the powder magazine. A condition 
confronts the British Government, 
and it must deal with that condition 
soberly and with circumspection. If 
Berlin could be.consulted, it would 
advise Irish conscription at once, by 
all means. Can there be a doubt that 
German propaganda is active under 
the surface in Ireland? It may not 
be a valiant view, and it may not be 
just to conscripted Great Britain, that 
expediency requires that if the Irish 
will not volunteer they need not fight. 
Conscription at the risk of having .to 
coerce Ireland by troops needed in 
Flanders is a policy that the Govern- 
ment naturally shrinks from. 

If Colonel REPINGTON could have his 
way, it would be doubly necessary to 
“comb out ” farms and factories. The 
empire must have more men at. the 
front, not because, to quote the Colo- 
nel, “ Britain has not pulled her 
weight,” (her mobilization of 5,000,- 
000 men should be a sufficient answer 
to that,) but -because Russia has 
dropped out of the war and German 
reinforcements are speeding. to the 
battle line in France. Pending, how- 
ever, good or -bad news from Ireland, 
it would be the part of wisdom not to 
bring up the question of conscription

Here there is a multiple defense. 
There can be no complaint that the 
profits are exorbitant, for the prices 
are regulated by pena oth and are 
regulated better than in-other indus- 
tries. by edi¢t.. Theré can be no com- 
plaint that the wages are inadequate, 
for there never were such wages paid 
in the industry. There is even com- 
plaint that they are too high, because 
they entice labor away from other in- 
dustries. If thére is complaint. on any 
other ground, it would be silenced by 
the fact-that the profits kept for the 
corporation are less than the taxes 
paid to the Government for. war pur- 
poses. Who can complain fairly of 17 
per cent. dividends whén the Govern-

It is a warrantable presumption

ment with Sweden; parts of which 

have been signed at London, completes 
the lst of such compacts with the 
northern European neutrals. - It: fol-

matk, Finland, Holland,-and Norway. 
Some of the Swedish ships lying, at: 
our ports. will unload’ their cargoes 
and then, under charter to our Gov- 
ernment, go into the trade with South 
America. A.few will be permitted to 
carry supplies to Sweden. A final de- 
cision as to the quantity and character 
of these has not been reached, and 
the terms soon to be accepted are not 
published. Undoubtedly they forbid 
the sale of food or metals to our, ene- 
mies. Until a few months ago Ger 
many was importing from Sweden 
large quantities of high-grade iron to 
be used in her munition factories. 

All the northern neutral countries 
from‘ which Germany in 1916 re- 
éeived food enough to support her en- 
tire army on the west front are now 
assenting to the blockade designed to 
deprive her of imported food, metals, 
and otheressential products. They have| 
not consented to withhold all food, 
for Norway is permitted to send fish, 
and it is understood that small ex- 
perts from Holland and Denmark are 
allowed, on account of existing treaties 
or agreements; but very little can go 
to Germany, for the reason. that the 
neutrals have not enough for them- 
selves. Their crops last. year, like 
Geérmany’s, were far below average, 
They came.to us for help, and it will 
be: given, upon accepted conditions 
that withhold any ‘appreciable relief 
for the food shortage in Germany and 
Austria that now causes strikes, riots, 
and demands for peace.

‘@acent Paintings by Leon Kroll and 
Erncst Lawson. , 


Leon Kroll is showing a group of re- 
cent paintings at the Knoedler Galleries 
until Feb. 9. Mr. Kroll, had he been 
painting in 1855, would have been an 
innovator, one of the new school keen 
for a “ living art,’’. of which the leader 
was: Gustave’ Courbet. Many of our

form without: round modeling; painting 
With & bold, swift brush, a somewhat 
boisterous - energy, seeing life without 
romance or sentimentality.. Mr. Kroll’s 
*“* Nude” has much in comimon with the 
** Femme & la Vague.” The brusquéness 
of handling has gone much further, 
however, than the “ Maftre d’Ornans ’”’ 
carried it, even in his later painting. 
The passages of color harmonize with- 
out the help. of a superimposed tone, 
and the strongest contrasts are bravely 
and for the most. part successfully used. 
The. strong patches of rich color produce 


a homogeneous effect. now, and later,, 


after time has pulled a skin over tho 
surface of the pigment, the isolation of 
the various colors 
apparent. This, of course, means that 
Mr. Kroll is a good painter, that he has 
used his brain,.as well as his eyes and 
hands, to produce his pictures, that 
the science of his art is not without 
interest to him. 

But he sometimes carries too far the 
excellent notion that what he puts into 
his picture is important.only as it helps 
the artistic effect. In his “ Apple Trees 
in Blossom,” for exampie, he has a well- 
f worn subject and handles it with orig- 
inality and force.

It grows out of 
the ground with a strength of movement 
that\promises health, and long life to it.

LAW VIOLATED, HE CHARGES 


‘Delegation Cites a Provision for 40 
Feet — Legal Action May 
Give Only Solution.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.+A discovery 
that the War Department was planning 
a channel 35 feet deep instead of 40 feet 
through Hell Gate and the Hast River 
threw the House Rivers and Harbors 
Committee into a turbulent discussion 
today. 

Murray Hulbert, Commissioner of 
Docks of the City of New York, asserted 
that the army engineers habitually took 
a “narrow and picayunish ” viewpoint 
‘of the needs of New York Harbor. He 
paid that in the present case the engi- 
neers had violated the law enacted in 
the last session of Congress, which, he 
said, authorized. and directed a forty- 
foot channel. 

Mr. Hulbert appeared before the com- 
mittee at the head of a New York City 
delegation to urge general improvements 
in the Hudson, Harlem, and Bast rivers. 
Colonel Henry C. Newcomer, represent- 
ing the Corps of Engineers of the Army, 
was asked what progress had Deen made 
on the Hell Gate project. He replied 
that the War Department had been. un- 
able to-let contracts for the thirty-five- 
foot échannel, ; 

"Representative Riordan asked for a 
copy of last session’s law, and read 
from it this paragraph:

This channel should 
be given a depth cf thirty-five feet as soon 
a8 practicabls and an eventual depth of 
forty feet. 

Colonel Newcomer said the engineerg 
eventual contention was for a $forty- 
foot ‘channel, but ag they construed 
the law the present plan for thirty- 
five feet filled all legal and practical re- 
quirements.

TO MAKE TOLUOL FOR WAR. 


Government. Will Equip. New, York 
“Plants for Explosive + Ingredient, 


It was learned yesterday that. the Ord- 
nance Bureau -of the United. States 
War - Department. -had .made arrange- 
ments for installing apparatus at each 
of the gas plants in this city so that 
the British thermal unit basis of meas- 
urement. may be substituted for the 
present candle power basis, to -the end 
that the greatest possible amount of 
toluol may be extracted. 

Failure of the companies’ to take ad- 
vantage of the permiission to make’ the 


change granted them by the Public 


Service Commission on the ground that 
some of the conditions attached were 


confiscatory, led to conferences between 


representatives of the commission, the 
gas companies,’ and the Ordnance Bu- 
reau which finally. resulted in deter- 
mination on the part of the Government 
to make the necessary changes in the 
gas plants, to pay for them‘out of Gov- 
ernment funds, and to make a financial 
settlement with the companies later on. 

Public Service Commissioner Whitney 
was asked yesterday if this action by 
the Government was not equivalent to 
commandeering the plants, He replied 
that it might possibly be viewed in that 
light, but that the Government had no 
present intention of operating the plants, 
but only to see that as much toluol as 
possible should be produced. He ex- 
plained that toluol was greatly needed 
in making high explosives, that there 
was a great scarcity of it, and that the 
Government felt that unusual measures 
were desirable. 

One. objection of the companies to 
changing the standard was that the cost 
would be great, and that it would be 
folly to make the expenditure for so 
short a period as the duration of the 
war. ,Then, if the commission should 
order ‘the companies to go back to the 
candle power standard, the onpay. would 
be useless. It was then that the Gov- 
ernment decided to make the change and 
to area a settlement with the com- 
panies afterward. 

It was said that the Government would 
protect. the companies by ying a high 
enough price for the toluol to cover any 
loss, and that it would ,especially see 
that any rebate made to consumers be- 
cause of a lower quality of gas should 
be figured in the price:of the by-product. 

Mr. Whitney said that the British 
thermal unit basis of measuring gas 
value was the better because not: more 
than 20’per cent. of the gas manu- 
factured was used for illuminating pur- 
poses. He said that in fixing the 650 
units as the equivalent of the present 
$0 candle power, the commission had 
dealt fairly with the companies.

pany, in Paterson, N. J. 

In 18¥8 he enlisted in the eon’ New 
Jersey Regiment of the National Guard 
and during the Spanish War served as 
a stenographer...
